Organization of Journal: 

The resumes provide 
descriptions of each document and abstracts of their content. Resumes appear in a “Document 
Section” and are numbered sequentially by an accession number beginning with a prefix ED 
(ERIC Document). The indexes appear in an “Index Section” and provide access to the Resumes 
by Subject, Personal Author, Institution, and Publication Type.

database prior to publication of the printed journal 

and therefore is lacking the cover and other regular 
introductory and advertising matter contained in the 
printed journal. The COM edition contains all five 
of the indexes in the printed edition. The first acces- 
sion in each issue of RIE is the issue itself. In this 
way, the monthly microfiche collection for each 
issue is immediately preceded by a microfiche 
index to that collection. This practice began with 
the RIE issue for May 1979. The electronic version

The effecis of globalization and rapid technologi- 
cal change on emerging occupational patterns in 
Australia need to be understood in order to under- 
stand their implications for the effects on education 
and vocational training. Building on the classifica- 
tion scheme introduced by Robert Reich in his 1992 
book, the Work of Nations, Australian employment 
data was analyzed in terms of the following nine 
proposed occupational categories: symbolic ana-

lytic services (conceptual and technical); in-person 
services (professional, intermediate, elementary); 
and routine production services (advanced skill, 
white collar, blue collar, low skill). Analyzing the 
changes in the data from 1986 to 1996 lead to the 
following conclusions: (1) the impact of the global- 
ization of the world economy and rapid technologi- 
cal advancement on employment in Australia has 
generally been more negative than positive; (2) 
polarization of attachment to Australia’s labor force 
has increased over the past decade; (3) although the 
employment picture has generally improved for 
Australia’s female workers, employment growth 
has been sluggish for males; (4) Australia’s univer- 
sities must improve their performance as a major 
source of symbolic analysts; (5) Australia’s techni- 
cal and further education (TAFE) sector must 
increase its effectiveness in preparing people for 
employment as in-person service workers and con- 
ceptual symbolic analysts; and (6) the TAFE and 
VET (vocational education and training) sectors 
must clearly define the pathways between them and 
develop imaginative cooperative programs. (The 
report contains 29 references and 18 tables/figures 
Nine additional tables are appended.)

Data envelopment analysis, which is designed to 
assist in identifying best practice performance in 
the use of resources among a group of like organiza- 
tions, was used to estimate the technical and scale 
efficiency of vocational education and training in 
25 New Zealand polytechnics serving a total of 
94,201 students. The polytechnics’ efficiency was 
also compared to that of a sample of technical and 
further education (TAFE) institutes in Victoria, 
Australia. The average level of technical efficiency 
in the New Zealand polytechnics was high in 1995 
and rose slightly in 1996. In terms of scale effi- 
ciency, only 4 polytechnics operated with constant 
returns to scale in 1995, 9 were producing too much 
output relative to the optimal scale, and 10 were 
producing too little output. In 1996, 6 of the poly- 
technics operated with constant returns to scale, 14 
were producing too little output, and | was produc- 
ing too much output. Compared with Victoria's 
TAFE institutes, the New Zealand polytechnics 
were somewhat less efficient but nevertheless per- 
formed relatively well. Although New Zealand's 
polytechnics have numerous opportunities for 
improving efficiency, further research is needed 
before policies attempting to address the problems 
of technical and scale efficiency are implemented.

Descriptors—Adults, *Career Choice, *Career 
Development, Career Planning, *Family Envi- 
ronment, *Family Influence, Occupational In- 
formation, *Parent Influence, *Parent Role 
This book concentrates on ways in which fami- 

lies influence their children's careers, especially on 
the barriers families may wittingly or unwittingly 
construct on the children's path toward satisfying 
work lives. The book is divided into five parts, each 
of which builds upon the previous ones. The chap- 
ters in Part One define what hand-me-down dreams 
are, describe how they're passed on cyclically in all 
families, and illustrate how and why career-related 
problems arise in some. Part Two begins by explain- 
ing generally how family members are connected 
emotionally as a system, then moves on to specific 
topics, such as the influence of sibling order and 
gender on family “job assignments,” “triangles” 
among family members and their impact on career 
selection, and what happens when adults rebel 
against or cut off their parents. Part Three illustrates 
how one's family values and beliefs regarding the 
purpose of work, the meaning of success, and the 
importance of money contribute to career problems 
when they constrict one's goals or block one from 
taking risks and coping with change. The chapters 
in Part Four function as a workbook, enabling the 
reader to apply the general knowledge presented in 
the book about family influences on careers to the 
reader's unique family background and individual 
career path. Part Five invites the reader to look 
ahead to the future of his or her career, and, for par- 
ents, to that of their children's careers. Part Five 
also invites readers to take into account workplace 
trends. One appendix offers advice on how and 
when to seek professional support, and another rec- 
ommends 43 resources for additional reading on 
career development, family relationships, and 
workplace trends.

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This book provides a review of (primarily Aus- 
tralian) research on competency-based training 
(CBT). It includes information on the industrial and 
economic contexts that formed the backdrop for 
training reform in Australia. Information is pre- 
sented to show how implementation of CBT has 
affected teaching, learning, and administration in 
vocational education and training (VET). Evidence 
about the effectiveness of CBT is taken from empir- 
ical studies conducted in Australia and overseas and 
theoretical debates on the relative merits of CBT. 
Studies are included that have examined the imple- 
mentation of CBT from the perspective of VET 
teachers, administrators, and students. Findings are 
mixed. They show the positive and negative effects 
of CBT reforms on the work of teachers and admin- 
istrators and the learning of students.

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This document contains six papers exploring the 
training and learning of older people in Australia's 
vocational education and training (VET), and of 
technical and further education (TAFE) programs in 
the adult and community sectors. “Preface” 
(Andrew Smith) discusses the adequacy of training 
opportunities available to older Australians in view 
of the country's rapidly aging population which, 
combined with a lower birth rate, is rapidly chang- 
ing the labor market situation. The following are 
among the issues considered in “The Need for 
Training and Learning” (Josie Misko): demo-

Early school leaving is an issue internationally. 

In Australia, nearly one in three young people is at 

risk of not completing secondary education, a situa- 

tion that affects long-term employment prospects 
and earning capacity.

Six “types” of early leavers are: posi- 
tive, opportune, would-be, circumstantial, discour- 
aged, and alienated leavers.

A major 
problem for early leavers is fragmented services at 
the local level. Possible solutions include preven- 
tive, integrated, community, and partnership 
approaches.

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During the colonial period, the ideology of 

work—the American work ethic—took root. Amer- 

icans valued work and considered it an obligation to 

society, to oneself, and to one’s family.

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colonial artisan was a landmark of a work ethic that 
wedded morality to manual labor and individual 
industry to community service.

communities that have emerged in Michigan's char-

focuses on rhetorical constructions of what a teach- 
ing community is and how it is understood by those 
who are a part of it, with the assumption that teach- 
ers are subject to the cultural perceptions of the 
organizations in which they function. Three ques- 
tions guided the investigation: (1) How can differ- 
ent teaching communities be characterized, either 
formally or informally? (2) How does the formally 
constructed work environment influence or impact 
the nature of a teaching community? and (3) In what 
ways do approaches to building a teaching commu- 
nity differ between charter and PDS? An examina- 
tion of the various teaching communities in 
Michigan public schools reveals important insights 
about the nature of schools as institutions as well as 
efforts to reform them. Therefore, the researchers’ 
goal was to develop a framework for investigating 
teaching communities and to illuminate the impact 
the two reform strategies (charter and PDS schools) 
may have on teachers’ work. The work was drawn 
on teacher qualitative data including administrator 
and focus group interviews, classroom observations 
of whole school events, as well as text and artifacts 
collected over a three year period. A total of eight 
urban elementary charter and professional develop- 
ment schools in Michigan were studied. The pur- 
pose of the study is to show that there is just as 
much variation within as well as between the teach- 
ing community. The findings conclude that while 
the researchers expected to see similarities and con- 
trast between PDS and charter schools, a pattern 
was not found. Suggestions for developing and sus- 
taining a framework for investigating charters and 
PDSs, opportunities for staff development, faculty 
stability and hiring procedures, supervision and 
leadership, and faculty commitment to a vision/ 
design are all explored.

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This paper draws on the matched panel data of 

the UTD Texas School Project to investigate how 
shifts in salary schedules affect the composition of 
teachers within a district. When trying to estimate 
the true relationship between teacher quality and 
salaries, four methodological problems typically 
intervene: measuring teacher quality; distinguish- 
ing between shifts in salary schedules and move- 
ments along a given schedule; determining how the 
recent history of pay levels, combined with current 
pay, influences the composition of teachers; and 
discerning the existence of compensating differen- 
tials for different working conditions, which com- 
plicates the interpretation of observed salary 
differentials across districts and states. The panel 
data permit separation of shifts in salary schedules 
from movement along given schedules, and, thus, 
the analysis is more closely related to existing pol- 
icy proposals.

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This report explores educational-research 
projects initiated by the National Institute for Edu- 
cational Research (NIER) of Japan. Selected coun- 
ties in Asia and the Pacific region, as well as in 
other areas, were invited to undertake national stud- 
ies of school curriculums. To share their experi- 
ences and to facilitate a comparative analysis of 
national studies conducted by the participating 
countries, NIER organized an International Meet- 
ing on the Study of School Curriculum. The objec- 
tives of the meeting were: (1) to cross-nationally 
analyze the background information in terms of the 
socioeconomic conditions, education, systems, and 
other related matters of the participating countries; 
(2) to compare school curriculums based on the 
reports of the national studies conducted in the par- 
ticipating countries; and (3) to complete the final 
report of the study.

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This report represents the first effort by any pub- 
lic or private agency or organization to provide a 
comprehensive assessment of Tennessee's public 
infrastructure needs. Hundreds of local govern- 
ment officials and private citizens contributed infor- 
mation to this research. The main participants in the 
infrastructure inventory were the local governments 
being surveyed by the Tennessee Advisory Com- 
mission on Intergovernmental Relations, and the 
nine development districts that are contracted to 
conduct inventory surveys. The key participants 
were the various local governments and officials 
who determine infrastructure needs in each commu- 
nity across the state. The report is divided into two 
sections. The first part contains survey information 
on general infrastructure needs that was collected 
from local governments and other entities. The sec- 
ond part examines K-12 education infrastructure 
needs. All of the states 138 K-12 public school sys- 
tems were surveyed. Results from the local-govern- 
ment surveys indicate that $13.7 billion is needed 
for infrastructure projects and improvements. 


These improvements included transportation 
projects, capital-improvement plans, mandated 
requirements, and water and waste-water accounts. 
The K-12 public education survey uncovered infra- 
structure needs totaling $2.5 billion. Needed 
improvements include basic repairs to bring all 
schools up to at least a “good” condition. Thirty- 
five appendices provide further information.

The 
paper claims that the role of leadership must 
include the art of leading and changing, and it 
focuses on how to understand influence, paradigm 
shifts, and the workers’ importance as they adapt 
their understanding of Quality Management (QM) 
to a working structure. The leaders profiled here 
designed the changes, based on their understanding 
of QM, by inventing a new structural framework 
that focused on people as the organization's greatest 
asset. Each leader designed the implementation dif- 
ferently, using the practical team structure in a con- 
sensus of one culture. The team's management 
system replaced the one-man model of decision- 
making in each of the districts. Some of the charac- 
teristics associated with leadership for change 
included a commitment to a continuous self-devel- 

opment that promotes a vision for the future and a 

desire for principals to lead the school administra- 

tive team and to formulate a mission statement with 

a focus on the central-office mission. All the 

schools’ goals reflected the district mission and 

goals, and each staff member supported the institu- 
tional goal.

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tion Act 
This review explains special education law in a 

manner comprehensible for educators who may be 

unfamiliar with the many statutes, regulations, and 
cases in this area of law. It provides a brief history 
of special education law with an emphasis on court 
cases and legislation that established the rights of 
children with disabilities.

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This report explores best practices of on- and off- 
campus disciplinary alternative programs in Texas. 
It is based on a study in which Texas’ alternative- 
program practices were compared with best prac- 
tices of alternative programs in the United States. 
Following a literature review of best alternative 
program practices, a survey was developed to solicit 
district and alternative program data, and was 
mailed to 1,042 school-district superintendents in 
Texas. The return rate for surveys was 39 percent. 
Fifteen districts, which reported no alternative pro- 
grams, were excluded from the study. The remain- 
ing 101 on-campus program surveys and 291 off- 
campus program surveys were then analyzed to 
reveal best practices of Texas programs.

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This booklet is part of a series designed to give 
educators useful information as they build a sense 
of community. The text focuses on violence in 
schools and what stakeholders can do to address 
this complex problem. It establishes the context for 
assessing violence and the potential danger to stu- 
dents and educators. It describes violence as 
learned behavior that can be unlearned and empha- 
sizes the importance of early interventions that 
teach positive life skills. It offers a profile of violent 
versus nonviolent children and argues for the 
importance of positive role models, self-esteem, a 
sense of hope, and other conditions that can help 
students address problems in a nonviolent manner. 
Unfortunately, many children are subject to pov- 
erty, domestic violence, and other factors that 
increase their chances for using force to resolve dif- 
ficulties. Some of the warning signs for future vio- 
lent behavior include aggressive outbursts for no 
reason, an inability to follow directions, poor 
grades, insensitivity toward others’ feelings, alco- 
hol consumption, and poor school performance. To 
help potentially violent students, schools can use 
existing programs to identify existing problems. A 
heightened sense of community, discipline, effec- 
tive classroom management, conflict-resolution 
skills, mentoring programs, weapons education, 
and parent participation can help violence preven- 
tion.

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This paper examines recent efforts in Arkansas to 
nullify property taxes. It describes how anti-tax citi- 
zens, whose push for a constitutional amendment in 
1998 was thwarted by the state supreme court, have 
vowed to collect enough signatures to place the 
amendment on the 2000 ballot. The proposed 
amendment will abolish ad valorem taxes upon real 
and personal property; will prevent the General 
Assembly or any local government from imposing 
or increasing any tax, fee, or other exaction; and 
will repeal all laws and constitutional provisions 
that conflict with the amendment. In Arkansas, 
property taxes are a major source of funding for 
education, with projected revenue in 1999 expected 
to be $983.3 million. Even so, the state ranked 47th 
in property taxes as a share of personal income and 
as a percentage of funding for schools through 
property taxes—only six states’ property taxes are 
lower than Arkansas. Estimates of the impact, 
should the proposed amendment pass, show that 
public-schools would lose $425.7 million. School 
officials are concerned that if the amendment 
passes, school construction will be halted, revenue 
streams will become unstable, increased state fund- 
ing will result in less local control of public educa- 
tion, and sharp reductions in the quantity and 
quality of education will become evident. (RJM) 
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This report compares and contrasts the educa- 
tional reforms and coping strategies that have been 
adopted by socialist China and capitalist Hong 
Kong as they face the challenges of global marketi 
zation (the introduction of market competition and 
other private initiatives). It charts marketization's 
influence on decision-making and social policies 
around the world. One of the outcomes of this glo- 
bal trend is the international quality-assurance 
movement in streamlining the education institu- 
tions. The paper examines the effects of manageri- 
alism on Hong Kong's experience and the policy 
context of quality assurance in education. It dis- 
cusses the policy of decentralization in schools and 
the impact derived from the introduction of internal 
competition. The text describes similar conditions 
in the mainland by examining the policy context of 
marketization of education in China, the policy of 
decentralization and marketi. :tion of education, 
features of marketized education, and the use of 
competition to enhance efficiency and effective- 
ness.

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This paper describes the need for principals to 
stay abreast of trends in the curriculum. The princi- 
pal is the leader of the school and should possess 
leadership abilities, in addition to understanding 
thoroughly the curriculum.

He or she must help 
establish knowledge objectives and skills that stu-

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This report examines cost sharing, a term that

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Principals of successful urban schools have cer- 

tain attributes that heighten their effectiveness 

They exhibit behaviors and attributes undergirded 

by an ideology, that is, a value-laden system of 

beliefs that is “caught” by life experiences and not 
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“taught” in graduate courses. Potential star princi- 
pals must be screened and selected before they can 
benefit from training. For those who do not espouse 
an ideology, behavioral training will not be as 
meaningful. Since formal university training is 
unlikely to transmit a belief system, principals’ for- 
mal training can only be valuable if the candidates 
have been carefully screened and selected as per- 
sons who are already predisposed to believe the ide- 
ology of star principals. Research supports this 
proposition. Training must not be limited to formal 
college course work but must emphasize on-the-job 
internships in which the administrator-in-residence 
is coached weekly by a star principal. Prospective 
administrators must see teacher motivation and nur- 
turing as a top priority. Star principals must model 
appropriate interactions and communications with 
parents and model ways to help teachers meet the 
needs of students at risk. Principal mentors must 
also model how to successfully evaluate teachers. 
Overall, star principals must empower teachers and 
students to succeed in school regardless of con- 
straints. (RJM) 
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This report by the National Study of Charter 
Schools provides descriptive information on charter 
schools that were operating in the 1998-99 school 
year. The document addresses three major ques- 
tions: “How have charter schools been imple- 
mented?” “Under what conditions, if any, have they 
improved student achievement?” and “What impact 
have they had on public education?” The questions 
were answered through annual phone surveys, 
repeated field visits, the administration of student 
achievement tests, the administration of teacher 
surveys, the analyses of state charter laws, and an 
examination of how charter school legislation has 
affected school districts.

Section A, which provides an over- 
view of the charter movement, describes the growth 
of charter schools, paying particular attention to the 
differences across the charter states in terms of the 
number of charter schools. Section B summarizes 
basic characteristics of charter schools compared to 
other public schools, such as school size, grade- 
level configuration, student-to-teacher ratio, and 
student-to-computer ratio. Section C focuses on 
student demographic features of charter schools 
compared to other public schools, whereas the last 
section reviews data on issues that are central to 
understanding how charter schools may operate dif- 
ferently from other public schools.

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This document discusses the issues and regula- 

tions that affect schools, school districts, and state 

education agencies in the release of personal infor- 
mation on their employees. It is not intended to pro- 
vide legal guidelines, but rather to introduce the key 
concepts involved in protecting and managing 
information in staff records. By understanding the 
privacy issues surrounding staff records, agency or 
school officials may develop policies and proce- 
dures to protect employee privacy without conflict- 
ing with the public's need to know and its right to 
have access to government records. The text is 
divided into four chapters. Following an overview, 
chapter 2 discusses open government versus per- 
sonal privacy. It presents guidelines that address 
trustee of records, public agency, public records, 
personnel files, personal privacy interests, and 
clearly unwarranted invasion of personal privacy. 
Chapter 3 examines access to and release of staff 
records and describes guidelines on providing inter- 
nal access and use, managing the release outside an 
agency, evaluating a request, and documenting 
requests and release. The final chapter discusses the 
collection and maintenance of staff records and pre- 
sents guidelines on types of data to collect, data 
maintenance, collecting and using unique identifi- 
ers, adding new information to records, licensure 
and certification data, and the disposal of data.

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This report examines the financing patterns and 
demographic characteristics of students at private, 
for-profit institutions. There are three levels of pri- 
vate, for-profit institutions: less-than-2-year, 2- 
year, and 4-year institutions. The analysis focuses 
on students attending 2-year and less-than-2-year, 
for-profit institutions. The high standard errors and 
low sample sizes made it difficult to analyze any 
changes between 1992-93 and 1995-96 for the 4- 
year sector. The findings indicate that the majority 
of the students attending these schools were female, 
white, age 23 or younger, and independent. They 
delayed their enrollment for a year or more after 
high school, attended full-time for at least part of 
the academic year, and worked while enrolled. The 
federal government—followed by states, institu- 
tions, and employers—was the most extensive pro- 
vider of financial aid in 1995-96 to students 
attending less-than-4-year, for-profit institutions. 
The demographic and enrollment characteristics of 
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borrowers at less-than-4-year, for-profit institutions 
were similar to those of all students in that sector. 
Borrowers were generally younger, in a lower 
income quartile, and worked while enrolled when 
compared to nonborrowers. The number of 4-year, 
for-profit postsecondary institutions that offer pro- 
grams leading to a baccalaureate degree and beyond 
increased from 1992-96.

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This document examines progress in the United 
States toward the National Education Goals. The 
data are rooted in the annual report of the National 
Education Goals Panel (NEGP). The Panel, a bipar- 
tisan group, drew on the advice of education experts 
to select the best available data as indicators of 
progress. States that performed well or improved 
significantly were asked to explain their achieve- 
ment, and state officials were asked to what they 
attributed the state’s good performance. The find- 
ings indicate that while overall national progress 
may be slow, state performance varies. Four states 
have increased their high school completion rates, 
and 17 states have achieved the 90 percent high 
school completion target. Fifty states have 
increased the proportion of Advanced Placement 
exams receiving a grade high enough to qualify for 
college credit. For each national education goal, 
one NEGP indicator was chosen. For example, for 
Goal 1, ready to learn, the indicator was the per- 
centage of mothers receiving early prenatal care 
Eight goals are examined: (1) ready to learn; (2) 
school completion; (3) student achievement and cit- 
izenship; (4) teacher education and professional 
development; (5) mathematics and science; (6) 
adult literacy and lifelong learning; (7) safe, disci- 
plined, and alcohol- and drug-free schools; and (8) 
parental participation. A synopsis of education 
gains made in Connecticut is offered. (RJM) 
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This report examines the disparity in education 

expenditures in elementary and secondary schools 

for each state for the period from 1979-80 to 1993- 

94. Data from the Census Bureau's Survey of Local 

Governments were used, and the object of analysis 

was instructional expenditures per pupil. School 

districts were grouped into four categories: (1) uni- 

fied districts; (2) elementary districts; (3) secondary 

districts; and (4) all districts. The greatest emphasis 
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in the report is given to unified districts. Results 
show that, for most states, a majority of disparity 
indices for unified districts indicated declining dis- 
parity. Five of the states with increasing disparity 
were in the Midwest, and the other three were in the 
West. For each of the states for which the measures 
fell, the decline in disparity did not necessarily 
mean the state had a more equitable distribution of 
education expenditures, since the percentage and 
distribution of special-needs students may have 
changed over that period. All the disparity measures 
indicated declining disparity for three of the regions 
when examined as a whole, and a majority of mea- 
sures indicated declining disparity in the other 
areas. Disparity increased for the nation as a whole, 
in part because instructional expenditures per pupil 
increased at different rates in different parts of the 
country. (RJM) 
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This paper presents two ways that schools can 
enhance their reputation: the annual back-to-school 
night and recognition programs for alumni. For 
back-to-school night, guests should be welcomed 
with enthusiasm and parents should be informed of 
the school's achievements. Since many staff mem- 
bers have never been coached on parent-friendly 
behavior, teachers should receive training for deal- 
ing with parents. Teachers should greet parents at 
the door, should make sure that their presentation 
fits into the allotted time, should show enthusiasm 
for the students and the curriculum, should dress 
professionally when dealing with parents and the 
community, and should be prepared to answer some 
of the common questions that parents ask. Parents 
will also be interested in seeing how graduates of 
the school have fared in their professional lives. A 
wall of fame can serve such a purpose. A key ele- 
ment for a successful wall of fame is the formation 
of an organizing committee to set criteria for induc- 
tion. Once the honorees are selected, the school can 
host a reception for inductees, and recognition 
plaques can be prominently displayed in a special 
area. Furthermore, the honorees can interact with 
students, thus serving as inspirational role models

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This book is the third volume in a series that chal- 
lenges all Catholic educators to create a dialogue on 
the future of Catholic elementary/middle schools. 
The volume's 18 essays were written by members of 
the 1998 National Catholic Elementary/Middle 
School Principals Academy.

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This book presents the proceedings of a sympo- 
sium sponsored by the National Catholic Educa- 
tional Association (NCEA). One-hundred leaders 
of the Catholic school community came together to 
heighten awareness of the diversity and power of 
the parental choice movement, thus enabling Catho- 
lic educators to take a more effective leadership role 
in influencing public-policy debates. The sympo- 
sium had four goals: (1) appreciate the complexities 
of the issues and the forces driving the school- 
choice movement; (2) explore the legal, political, 
and practical implications and challenges of school- 
choice options; (3) enable participants to take active 
leadership roles in the school-choice movement 
when they returned to their dioceses; and (4) pub- 
lish the proceedings of the symposium.

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This addendum, developed at the request of the 
U.S. Department of Education, provides informa- 
tion to schools, school districts, states, and others as 
they plan and implement comprehensive school- 
reform programs under the Obey-Porter Compre- 
hensive School Reform Demonstration (CSRD) 
program. The CSRD legislation encourages schools 
to consider research-based, effective reform models 
as they develop their comprehensive school-reform 
programs. This document, which features 20 mod- 
els, is neither a set of recommended models nor a 
set of models approved for CSRD funding. Each 
mode! was carefully screened by a panel of experts 
before its inclusion. However, the models are not 
described in enough detail for school personnel to 
make fully informed decisions about the models' 
merits or their applicability to particular school 
conditions. The examples are presented in two sec- 
tions: entire-school reform models, and skill- and 
content-based reform models, which includes read- 
ing/language arts, mathematics, science, and other 
subjects. Each model description features the origin 
and scope of the program; further information such 
as results, implementation assistance, costs, student 
populations, and special considerations are also 
included. Four appendices list resources and infor- 
mation on components of comprehensive school- 
reform programs.

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This paper examines the effects of organiza- 

tional culture on women's professional lives. It 

focuses on women in entry-level positions in educa- 

tional administration and explores the interaction of 

organizational attitudes and expectations with the 

participants’ personalities, epistemological posi- 

tions, work needs, performance self-esteem, and 

sense of self-empowerment. The 24 participants for 

the study were selected from 135 women enrolled in 

the educational-administration leadership-prepara- 

tion programs at a large, Southeastern university. 

Each woman was given a semi-structured ethno- 


graphic interview through which the events, beliefs, 
attitudes, and policies that had shaped and were 
shaping her professional life were explored. Guid- 
ing questions included “Are the organization's 
beliefs, attitudes, and role expectations in conflict 
or in congruence with these women's personalities, 
epistemological positions, and work needs?” and 
“Do these women feel a sense of power over their 
own careers or do they feel that others in the organi- 
zation control what will happen to them profession- 
ally?” The results show that the nature of the 
organization can influence the relationship between 
the individual's psychosocial needs, her perfor- 
mance self-esteem, and the sociocultural context of 
the organization. The congruence between the indi- 
vidual's needs and the goals of the organization pro- 
motes not only psychological well-being, but 
greater attainment of organizational goals. (Con- 
tains 23 references.) (RJM) 
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A 1996 follow-up survey to a 1978 study was 
conducted to determine whether there have been 
any changes in perceptions regarding the employ- 
ment characteristics of men and women since that 
time. The survey included a national sampling of 
superintendents and school-board presidents. The 
four sections of the survey were titled: (1) work atti- 
tudes and habits; (2) interest and motivation; (3) 
temperament; and (4) aptitude, knowledge, and 
skills. The results show that the superintendents and 
presidents demonstrated a shift in attitude in which 
the perceived differences between women and men 
decreased. However, the shift was significant in 
only 33 statements for superintendents and 32 state- 
ments for school-board presidents of the 68 state- 
ments in the survey. Various negative outlooks were 
recorded under the categories of work attitudes and 
habits and temperament; for example, women were 
still perceived as being emotional. A more positive 
perception was recorded for aptitudes, knowledge, 
and skills. When these items were combined with 
other items defined as positive in the other catego- 
ries, this strengthened the case for employing 
women. Overall, the positive change toward women 
was greater for superintendents than for school- 
board presidents in the four areas of characteristics 
surveyed, which can be attributed to superinten- 
dents’ closer contact to more employment situations 
than presidents. (RJM) 
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This article examines conditions favorable for 
advancing gender equity and proposes that now is 
the time to reactivate and energize equity strategies. 
It discusses six changing conditions that collec- 
tively offer an opportunity for advancing gender 
equity in hiring practices for school principals and 
superintendents: (1) school-site governance struc- 
tures that emphasize local accountability for stu- 
dent achievement have changed the nature of who 
hires school leaders; (2) the increasing desire for 
essential leadership skills that promote collabora- 
tion, consensus building, and empowerment of oth- 
ers has resulted in more opportunities for women; 
(3) an increasing number of vacancies and a dwin- 
dling applicant pool for positions of principal and 
superintendent have created high-demand condi- 
tions for qualified aspirants, affording women can- 
didates more opportunities; (4) antidiscrimination 
legislation has fostered a more open environment 
for hiring women in nontraditional roles and has led 
more women to enter higher education; (5) women 
have made up at least half of educational adminis- 
tration program enrollments since the mid-1980s, 
thus increasing their numbers in the hiring pool, 
and (6) an increase in the percentage of women in 
the educational administration professorate means 
that more role models and support will be available 
to women.

This book introduces cooperative learning and 

gives examples of cooperative learning activities, 

units, and systems created by teachers in Japan, The

Learning in Japan was structured 
along highly competitive lines until after World 
War II.

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In learning a second language, an important 

threshold has been crossed when authentic, 

extended communication with native speakers 

becomes possible.

English as a Second Language (ESL) students get to 
that level quickly and effectively.

This 
chapter outlines a Cooperative Attending Skills 
Training (CAST) process for ESL students based on 
Acton and other ESL-oriented cooperative models.

Stu- 
dents took this as a cue to do less than their best 
Researchers have emphasized that a properly struc- 
tured cooperative learning lesson resembles that of 
a well-prepared traditional lesson, in that it has 
clearly defined roles for the students and the 
teacher. Teachers should decide how much coopera- 
tive learning can be successfully incorporated into 
their classrooms after evaluating their students’ 
learning environment and capability for taking on 
the responsibility for their own learning.

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This chapter explains the rationale and design of 
a communicative English-as-a-foreign-language 
(EFL) course using a mock nongovernmental orga- 
nization (NGO) forum simulation to encourage stu- 
dents to investigate global issues.

understanding, enhanced communication skills, 
and developing learner autonomy. This approach 
helps teachers transform their roles from the 
authority of knowledge and language to that of the 
guide.

This empowering structure of student- 
directed activity provided EFL students with a clear 
purpose for acquiring the knowledge and a venue 
for integrating the four skills, while promoting pos- 
itive attitudes toward language learning and 
increased awareness of global issues.

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This paper describes a first-year English-as-for- 
eign-language junior college reading course in 
Japan that utilized a combination of whole class 
instruction and cooperative learning techniques to 
encourage group discussion and language skill 
development. Students were randomly divided into 
groups of eight—a group which became the stu- 
dents’ home group for the entire academic year. 
Most classes included both whole class instruction 
and cooperative learning segments. Four coopera- 
tive activities were tried. In Talking Tokens, an 
activity designed to encourage full and equal partic- 
ipation, each student takes a token from a central 
pile and shares information and contributes to the 
discussion. A Jigsaw activity divides a subject into 
equal parts with all students from the home group 
volunteering or being assigned to become experts in 
their piece of the puzzle and find the best way to 
pass on this knowledge to the rest of the group. Ina 
group investigation activity, students divide the 
research responsibilities of their topic and then 
devise the most effective way to synthesize their 
findings and present it to the rest of the class. In a 
roundtable activity, students brainstorm out loud 
and write their ideas on acommon tablet. They then 
discuss which are the best ideas, and the ones that 
will be presented to the rest of the class. The various 
cooperative learning tasks successfully helped the 
students analyze the stories they read and develop 
the competence to talk about them in the second 
language. (Contains 19 references.) (KFT) 
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This paper describes a learner centered, coopera- 
tive learning group project in a post-secondary 
English-as-a-foreign-language (EFL) classroom in 
Japan. The objectives of the cooperative learning 
project were fivefold: students would learn to work 
enthusiastically toward activating target language 
learning acquired in the past; do research on a for- 
eign country where English is the main language 
and learn about the people of that country and their 
culture, food, sports, music, and points of interest; 
learn to give short speeches directed at a particular 
audience, learn to look at listeners, and speak in a 
loud and clear voice; practice listening skills by 
hearing other students’ presentations; use their 
imagination to create a large poster. Overall, the 
results were generally positive. When asked if the 
cooperative learning approach gave them more 
motivation to study English or if it helped them 
become more successful with English, with the 
choices being very much, a little, or not at all, 70% 
answered a little, with only 14% and 7% replying 
not at all, respectively. When asked if working with 
a group encouraged them to help and support their 
peers, 61% answered very much and 35% said at 
least a little, leaving very few negative answers. The 
benefits of cooperative learning clearly make it 
worthwhile to use the technique with lower-level 
university students. (KFT) 
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Despite several years of English language 
instruction, most Japanese students remain unable 
to produce nor comprehend more than rudimentary 
English. In order to overcome this problem, stu- 
dents must be motivated to participate in tasks 
designed to get them to use English communica- 
tively—a difficult task in a country where students 
typically remain silent, refusing to participate even 
when the task at hand is relatively easy. Research 
shows that the greatest impediment to participation 
is NOt motivation, but insecurity about the ability to 
speak English. Because fluency is a skill achieved 
only through practice, tasks effective in encourag- 
ing practice are essential if students are ever to 
develop the requisite confidence. To this end, the 4/ 
3/2 technique—in which learners form pairs, are 
assigned the role of either speaker or listener, with 
the speakers then giving a four minute talk on a 
familiar topic, changing partners, and then giving 
the same talk to another person, with the allotted 
time for the talk progressively reduced from 4 to 3 
to 2 minutes—was adapted to cooperative learning 
principles. The result is the Retell It! 3/2/1 tech- 
nique, which takes the main features of 4/3/2 
(focused communication, repetition, and pressure 
to perform at higher than normal level) and com- 
bines them with the cooperative learning arrange- 
ments of positive interdependence and personal 
accountability (which research shows are powerful 
motivators for Japanese students). Qualitative data 
from student evaluations and improved student flu- 
ency from Retell It! 3/2/1 demonstrate its success. 
Tasks to develop fluency can be strengthened by 
adding cooperative learning elements of positive 
interdependence and individual accountability, 
which are powerful motivators for Japanese stu- 
dents. (KFT)

In Latin America private universities are a recent 
phenomenon, Uruguay began its experiment with 
privatization only 15 years ago. This study explores 
several factors which have impeded formation of 
private universities by analyzing the “failures” of 
three institutions. The theoretical framework of the 
study is based on work by D.C. Levy (1986), who 
cited five necessary conditions for privatization of 
universities in Latin America: freedom, choice, 
equity, effectiveness, and usefulness to the state. 
The first institution cited, the Centro de Estudios 
Universitarios, formed by Christian missionaries in 
1993, lacked institutional autonomy and was denied 
official recognition. The university failed when it 
lost faculty through missionary reassignment and 
was unable to attract students because of govern- 
ment impediments to advertising. The second insti- 
tution, the University of Maryland-Montevideo, 
operated from 1992-98. Its failure resulted from a 
poorly designed academic calendar, high student 
costs, and the requirement that students had to be 
proficient in English. The third institution, the Insti- 
tuto de Economia de Montevideo, which provided 
postsecondary training for economists and bankers 
from 1990-98, fulfilled none of the conditions cited 
by Levy; however when other institutions began to 
copy its offerings, its survival was threatened. It 
continues to teach economics courses, but has 
become part of a nonprofit foundation.

Data analysis identified 
three elements of campus culture, broadly catego- 
rized as: the social world; the physical world; and 
the epistemological world. It was found that within 
each of these elements of campus culture, the domi- 
nant white culture communicated the message that a 
Chicano presence was unimportant, not valued, and 
did not belong. The findings also described limited, 
but important, sources of support for Chicano stu- 
dents, including Chicano student organizations 
symbols representing Chicano culture; Chicano 
studies, faculty, and literature; and students’ fami- 
lies.

The Educational Resources Information Center 
(ERIC) was born in the mid-1960s and is today the 
world's largest and most popular educational data- 
base. The history of ERIC's early development has 
been told in Del Trester's 1981 narrative, “ERIC—

Responses 
indicated that 60 percent of the students had experi- 
enced “ijime,” either as a bully, a victim, or a wit- 
ness.

Over 90 percent reported that only group-to- 
one harassment was considered “ijime.” About 7 
percent said that both group-to-one and one-to-one 
harassment were considered “ijime.”

Oversight weakness results largely from insuffi- 
cient resources. Based on findings, it was recom- 
mended that the FNS develop a comprehensive plan 
to strengthen the states’ controls for detecting and 
preventing fraud and abuse.

resulted in enormous variability in program qual- 
ity, this report describes characteristics of the

report notes that nearly all 3- to 5-year-olds attend 
the ecole maternelle, which combines education 
and care for at least 8 hours a day.

The data reveal that during the 1990s, rates of teen 

childbearing have declined, returning to the levels 

reached in the mid-1980s. Declines come from a 

lower proportion of teens having sex and a greater 

use of contraception, rather than from increased 
abortions. The decline in the teen birth rate has been 
largest among younger teens, black teens, and teens 
who have already had a baby. Specifically, data 
indicate that since 1991 the birth rate has declined 

21 percent among adolescents ages 15-17, com- 

pared to 13 percent among older teens ages 18-19. 

Also, the birth rate per 1,000 females ages 15-19 

has declined 26 percent among blacks, compared 

with 19 percent among non-Hispanic whites and 12 

percent among Hispanics. The rate of second births 

has declined 21 percent among teens who have 
already had a baby, compared with 10 percent 
among childless teens. The rate has declined 21 per- 
cent among married teens, compared with 6 percent 
among unmarried teens. Nevertheless, rates among 
married teens and among teens who have had a first 
birth are much higher than among other teens. Vari- 
ation across the states continues to be enormous. 

Although rates have declined in all states, four still 

have rates of 70 births or higher per 1,000 females 

aged 15-19: Arizona, Arkansas, Mississippi, and

A new study of parents’ health, medical care, and 
health-related behavior finds that large numbers of 
parents at all income levels take part in risky behav- 
iors that are harmful to their own health and are 
likely to harm the health of their children. These 
behaviors include smoking, heavy drinking, and 
being overweight and sedentary. Risky behaviors 
are especially common among parents who are high 
school dropouts, parents who are separated or 
divorced, and those who receive welfare; such 
behaviors are comparatively infrequent among par- 
ents who have recently immigrated to the United 
States.

The program 
aimed to assure that first- and second-graders devel- 
oped reading and language arts competencies, math 
readiness, and social and work habits that will lead 
to outstanding literacy abilities. A key factor in the 
program was the use of an intern to reduce student- 
teacher ratio, which in turn enabled flexible group- 
ing and other instruction methods. Action research 
conducted on the 1996-97 program studied the 
effects of the teaming of teachers with an intern. 

Checklists, observations, teacher interviews, and 

test scores (Gates-MacGinitie Reading Test, 

Houghton Mifflin Leveled Theme Tests, baseline 

assessment scores) were used. Findings indicated 

positive impacts on instructional innovation, stu- 
dent achievement (44 percent increase in baseline 
assessment), and teacher and student morale. (EV) 
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This international survey study was the first to 

examine the Waldorf School movement worldwide 
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and focused on the teaching practices, curricula, 
educational outcomes, and positive program fea- 
tures of Waldorf schools, as well as problems 
encountered by Waldorf staff. The role of Rudolf 
Steiner's philosophy, anthroposophy, and its eso- 
teric aspects were examined in relation to its teach- 
ing processes and its influence on students. Data 
were collected by means of surveys of 520 Waldorf 
schools in 31 countries. The response rate was 45 
percent. Findings indicated that 57 percent of 
respondents felt that the goal of Waldorf education 
was to change society.

Participating in the poll 
were 1,100 adults over age 18 who are registered to 
vote, and an oversample of 100 parents of school- 
age children. The findings indicated that 92 percent 
of respondents agreed that there should be an orga- 
nized activity/place for children and teens after 
school every day; over 80 percent believed that 


after-school programs are a necessity. Support was 
strong among both parents and nonparents and 
crossed partisan lines. After hearing a description 
of an after-school program, respondents over- 
whelmingly favored a program that would take 
place from 3:00 to 6:00 P.M., 5 days a week, and 
that would provide fun, enriching learning opportu- 
nities extending beyond schools’ traditional aca- 
demic style. School districts and parents’ groups 
were identified as those responsible for setting up 
after-school programs. Knowing such programs 
would cost $1,000 per child per school year, 66 per- 
cent of respondents were still willing to use addi- 
tional federal or state taxpayer money to make daily 
after-school programs accessible to all children. 
Two-thirds of the respondents did not think there 
are enough after-school programs available. Over 
70 percent thought expanding after-school pro- 
grams was an issue that should be addressed by 
businesses in the community.

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This study examined the classroom experiences 

of teachers and pupils in 12 primary schools in 

Scotland. In each school, researchers spent a week 

with one class, observing the teachers and six target

Through interviews with teachers and 
pupils, the researchers aimed to identify the amount 
of time both groups spent on various types of activ- 
ity, and to explore the reasons for particular pat- 
terns. Among the findings are the following: (1) the 
time spent on various curriculum areas diverged 
considerably from the amount suggested in the 5-14 
curriculum guidelines; (2) there was high variation 
in classroom organization; (3) pupils spent about 
two-thirds of their time engaged on tasks; (4) target 
pupils spent about 40 percent of their time in some 
form of teacher-student interaction and 40 percent 
in interaction with other pupils; (5) the teacher 
behaviors most associated with pupil engagement, 
collaborative learning activities and one-to-one 
interaction with the teacher, were rarely observed; 

(6) teachers spent 82 percent of their time in teach- 

ing and related activities; and (7) teachers used a 

variety of teaching strategies, with different strate- 

gies predominating with different age groups. 

Issues that emerged as warranting further investiga- 

tion included the balance of the curriculum, stu- 

dents’ independent work, the implications of a 

heavy workload, and teachers’ and pupils’ views on 

changes in the ways pupils learn as they progress 
through primary school.

An estimated 6 million work- 
related injuries occur among children that result in 

2.5 million disabilities and 32,000 fatalities each 

year. Using data derived from the Global Burden of 

Diseases Study (GBDS), estimates of child occupa- 

tional mortality rates by region were found to be 

comparable with adult mortality rates, indicating 
that the conditions in which children work are as 
dangerous as, or more dangerous than, those in 
which adults work. Using either the human capital 
or willingness-to-pay calculations, estimates of 
economic impact of child labor-related mortality 
can be made. Depending on the estimate method 
used, the annual cost of child labor-related mortal- 
ity in India, for example, lies between 101 million 
and 2.43 billion U.S. dollars. Intervention to reduce 
the societal and economic impact of child labor can 
be directed at either reducing the supply and 
demand for child labor or by maximizing the best 
possible health outcomes for children. Addressing 
properly the global problems of chiid labor requires 
an aggressive research agenda directed toward 
improving the quality of the data, improving moni- 
toring and surveillance, understanding implica- 
tions of the changing nature of work, understanding

Some First Nations communities in northern 
Ontario have requested vocational counseling ser- 
vices to help youth select careers and reduce stu- 
dent attrition.

Economic 
development is now accepted as a core mission of 
community colleges, encompassing such functions 
as upgrading workplace skills, providing contract 
courses for industry, and focusing on technology 
and business development. Certain key features of 
rural community colleges link them to rural devel- 
opment. Community colleges are more demand 
driven, more affordable, and more accessible than 
other institutions of higher education; provide a 
local repository of knowledge and skills; are freer 
to adopt explicit economic development goals and 
tailor programs to regional labor markets; and are 
egalitarian and open to the entire community. Con- 
ditions and trends most likely to influence rural 
community colleges in the next decade include the 
increasing impact of information technologies, 
competition with private-sector education provid- 
ers, collectivism, globalization, rising academic 
goals, and changing occupational mix. Recommen- 
dations are offered in the areas of articulation with 
4-year programs, lifelong learning, learning com- 
munities, shift from competencies to problem-solv- 
ing skills, alliances and collaboration, global 
outlook, and targeted programs.

The South can move out of the shadows of the 
harsh economic realities of the last 15 years and 
into the sunshine of developing new strategies to 
take advantage of the region's strengths.

ervoir of undeveloped human capital. The road to 
sunshine entails building stronger relationships 
across race, class, and institutional lines; investing 
in the region's human capital resources to produce 
an educated and well-trained work force; and recog- 
nizing the importance of technology as a key to 
attracting new businesses to rural communities.

Economic theory suggests that when the reduc- 
tion in earnings from dropping out of school is min- 
imal, dropout rates will be high. As earnings loss 
for dropouts grows, however, the dropout rate 
should decrease. This chapter examines whether 
these predicted effects actually occur by looking at 
changes in dropout rates in Kentucky in the 1970s 
and 1980s. Following the 1973 Organization of 
Petroleum Exporting Countries oil embargo, the 
rising price of coal had a major impact on Ken- 
tucky's economy, greatly increasing employment 
and earnings in counties with large coal reserves. 
Unfortunately for Kentucky, the coal bust that fol- 
lowed in the 1980s was equally sharp. Data for 
1972-81 from Pike County—the largest coal pro- 
ducing county in eastern Kentucky—show that 
changes in population and changes in enrollment in 
grades 5-8 were somewhat parallel, but that change 
in high school enrollment almost always moved in 
the opposite direction of change in population. In 
addition, analysis of regional earnings and enroll- 
ment data suggests that a 10 percent increase in 
earnings between 1969 and 1993 reduced high 
school enrollments by about 2.5 percent. Thus, high 
school enrollments seem fairly sensitive to the 
opportunities for unschooled workers in the sur- 
rounding area. Data on relative earnings for Ken- 
tucky males at different education levels in 1980 
and 1990 suggest that incentives to attend college 
increased in the 1980s, but not the incentive to com- 
plete high school.

While school reform has already dramatically 
altered the culture of education in Kentucky, the 
future holds daunting challenges. This chapter 
examines a few of the most difficult changes being 
implemented as a result of the Kentucky Education 
Reform Act (KERA), as well as conditions external 
to schools that markedly influence educational suc- 
cess.

Increasing public dissatisfaction with the cost 
and quality of higher education is creating pressure 
for fundamental change. Higher education is not as 
certain to produce a higher standard of living as it 
used to be, and costs are rising faster than the rate of 
inflation. Declining state contributions to higher 
education have shifted the financial burden of run- 
ning institutions of higher education to students. 
Many point to higher expenditures on nonacademic 
student amenities, bloated administrations, and 
senior faculty who teach few courses and produce 
little meaningful research. The citizens call for sys- 
temic organizational change leveraged by state pol- 
icymakers. Since increased state funding is 
unlikely, the challenge for policymakers is how to 
encourage and reward such fundamental change in 
the long-term interests of citizens.

New corporate practices and strategies, techno- 
logical advances and rising job skill requirements 
are making postsecondary training a virtual neces- 
sity for a high-paying job. This is driving a wedge 
between the earnings of education “haves” and 
“have nots.” Corporate restructuring is eliminating 
hundreds of thousands of jobs, many of which 
belong to professionals and managers, but at the 
same time it is creating many different kinds of 
jobs. Kentucky may have a more serious problem 
with worker layoffs than other states because a 
larger share of its workforce is employed in occupa- 
tions that are not growing quickly and because these 
workers do not have as much success finding new 
employment after a layoff. New employment might 
be found in technical jobs, particularly in health 
care, which will be among the fastest growing occu- 
pations in the coming years. Rural areas in Ken- 
tucky are already seeing rapid growth in these 
occupations. Four positive qualities of the digital 
age—decentralization, globalization, harmoniza- 
tion, and empowerment—have the potential to 
bring untapped opportunities to rural areas, such as 
Kentucky, because they enable professionals to live 
in rural areas and do their work at home.

Over the past 20 years, the share of Kentucky's 
general fund dollars spent on police and correc- 
tions, and health and human services, has increased. 
Meanwhile, the share spent on elementary and sec- 
ondary education has not changed, while higher 
education funding has fallen. Compared to similar 
states, Kentucky spends less money per student at 
all levels of the education system, especially in 
higher education. Among 15 Southern states, Ken- 
tucky had the largest decrease in education funding 
per college student over the last 10 years. The Ken- 
tucky Long-Term Policy Research Center projected 
revenues and expenditures through fiscal year 2004 
and found that these trends are expected to continue 
over the next decade. Overall, Kentucky's revenues 
will not grow fast enough to maintain the current 
level of services, if current trends continue. Also, 
Kentucky's rainy day fund is not well protected. 
Kentucky should take stronger measures to ensure 
that the budget reserve fund is adequately funded 
and protected, continue to search for new ways to 
cut costs and improve efficiency, ensure that the tax 
structure provides adequate revenues for state pro- 
grams, and diligently search for opportunities to 
improve its investment in the future through educa- 
tion.

Based upon principles of inquiry, collaboration, 
and action research, the Quest project supports and 
investigates ongoing school improvement efforts in 
a four-state region (Kentucky, West Virginia, Ten- 
nessee, and Virginia). Since 1996, Quest activities 
have included biannual conferences and summer 
symposia for school improvement teams, a Scholars 
program, visits to participating schools, communi- 
cation via listserv and mailings, and creation of a 
network of Quest schools. This report describes and 
assesses the second Scholars colloquium, held in 
July 1999 at Mountain Lake Resort, Virginia. The 
colloquium’s primary purpose was for Quest staff 
and Scholars to collaborate in evaluating and writ- 
ing about the project, ultimately contributing pieces 
to a book about the Quest network.

One of the mandates of the Kentucky Education 
Reform Act of 1990 is that students develop a writ- 
ing portfolio. Ultimately, schools must elevate the 
average performance level of students’ portfolios to 
the benchmark of “proficient.” During site visits to 
29 schools, 34 indicators were identified that differ- 
entiated writing scores and programs in continu- 
ously improving schools from those in continuously 
declining schools. A self-study needs assessment 
instrument—the School Study of Writing Instruc- 
tion—was developed for schools to assess their 
needs relative to the indicators. The instrument has 
four operational stages: conducting interviews with 
teachers, students. and administrators; writing a 
report framed around the 34 indicators; using the 
report in a faculty-wide session to rate the school on 
the indicators; and using the ratings to set priorities 
and plan actions for improvement of the writing 
program. This report describes the pilot testing of 
the instrument in one small Kentucky elementary 
school and the testing of parts of it by a few other 
entities. The pilot test assessed the value of the self- 
study for schools, the level of external facilitator 
assistance needed by schools, and the validity and 
reliability of the instrument. The self-study was 
successful for the pilot-test school, which was 
attributed to a faculty sense of ownership and to the 
school's customizing of the instrument. The whole 
process was completed in 5 weeks. Facilitator assis- 
tance was critical but was not needed constantly. 
Revisions are proposed to minimize threats to the 
instrument's validity and reliability. Appendices 
include parts of the instrument and evaluation mate- 
rials.

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Minnesota high school students and teachers are 
learning the technology of simulation and integrat- 
ing it into business and industrial technology 
courses. Modeling and simulation is the science of 
using software to construct a system within an orga- 
nization and then running simulations of proposed 
changes to assess results before funds are spent. In 
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partnership with PROMODEL Corporation, the 
Southeast Service Cooperative is helping schools 
and communities in primarily rural southeast Min- 
nesota to develop partnerships that make local busi- 
nesses more globally competitive. School teams 
work with a local business or agency to identify a 
system that the organization wants to analyze. It 
may involve solving an operational problem, 
designing a new facility, or simply exploring possi- 
ble improvements. The team compiles data from the 
partner to construct an animated model of the sys- 
tem and then runs “what if” simulations. Students 
develop a variety of communication, research, and 
technology skills, as well as an understanding of 
their community's economic development. Teach- 
ers can integrate the program into existing classes 
or offer it as a separate class. This paper describes 
how a modeling and simulation project might work, 
lists hardware and software requirements and costs, 
briefly profiles school-community projects in Min- 
nesota small towns, outlines program benefits and 
relevance to Minnesota graduation requirements, 
and provides contact information. A Power Point 
slide presentation provides additional information.

In 1991, the New American Schools (NAS) 

Development Corporation was founded by a group 

of business and foundation leaders interested in 

investing in innovative designs for school transfor- 
mation. This book describes the first 3 years of 
development and evaluation of 9 NAS whole-school 
restructuring designs. The designs were very 
diverse, as were their implementation sites, which 
included many small schools, some very large 
urban schools, and schools serving American

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Travellers with their distinctive cultures and life- 
styles have been part of Scotland for centuries. The 
two main groups are the traditional Travelling Peo- 
ple (Gypsies) and the Showground Community. 
Mobility and migration patterns have implications 
for Traveller children's education and for schools. 
Scottish national surveys show Travellers attending 
schools in almost every local authority during 1988- 
93, but not in every year. Analysis of attendance in 
five schools showed no regular patterns for Gypsy 
Travellers, while Showground pupils attended 
school regularly during the winter and usually 
returned to the same school each year. Increasing 
age brought significant reductions in Gypsy pupils’ 
attendance, with very few attending after grade 7 
Most Showground pupils dropped out by their 16th 
birthday. Comments by school staff suggest that the 
dropout rate increased after introduction of Stan- 
dard Grades and continuous assessment arrange- 
ments. School offered Showground pupils no 
reward for their years of effort, while the Show- 
ground community provided positive nonformal 
learning experiences and preparation for adulthood 
and employment. Schools were concerned by Trav- 
eller pupils’ underachievement and attributed it to 
lack of educational continuity and to social bias 
Since funding is based on local “catchment,” few 
schools could guarantee resources for their 
“absent” pupils. Various international projects 
show the feasibility and value of distance learning, 
but financial support, staff training, international 
collaboration, access to open learning faciiiuies, and 
personal tutorial support are needed. In Scotland, 
increased flexibility in the educational system and 
openness toward nontraditional “sites of learning” 
are also needed.

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A combination of experiential education and res- 

idential camping can have positive effects on pre- 
school children with emotional, behavioral, and 
learning problems. Preschool Prep at Ramapo 
Anchorage Camp (Rhinebeck, New York) was 
developed to meet the specific needs of high-risk 
children aged 4-6. Many of the children come from 
unsafe urban neighborhoods and poor families 
About 63 percent of campers are boys, 40 percent 
are black, and 39 percent are Latino. During 3-week 
summer sessions, the children live in small groups 
in rustic cabins and experience a wide variety of 
educational, outdoor, athletic, and creative activi- 
ties. Children learn to live in a group and play coop- 
eratively, enhance their verbal skills, and expand 
their physical activities. The camp focuses on 
teaching values, and a one-to-one counselor- 
camper ratio provides significant adult-child inter- 
action. A systematic program evaluation was con- 
ducted during the summers of 1995-98. The results 
indicate that a short-term specialized camping 
experience can effectively help young children 
develop age-appropriate social, self-help, commu- 
nication, and motor skills. Vignettes describe the 
successes of individual campers and the dedication 
of staff. (SV)

tive Thinking 

This paper explores the ways in which “crafting” 
experiences shape our relationship to and under- 
standing of the natural world. Crafting is defined as 
the process of making an item that is useful and aes- 
thetically pleasing. Crafting not only involves some 
handiwork, but it also has the potential for encour- 
aging environmental awareness. Although early 
youth camping programs explicitly associated 
handicrafts with nature study, today few programs 
emphasize the connection. The current focus on 
technology has distanced us from our artifacts and 
from the real world. A solution resides in the return 
of sensory-based experiences and full bodily 
involvement. Crafting activities are dependent upon 
sensory-rich engagement and attention to the mate- 
rials used. For crafters, the deepest connection with 
nature seems to come from walking into the natural 
world and using natural materials to create a useful 
item. Even in an urban environment, a well-devel- 
oped crafting curriculum can provide a context for 
environmental awareness to occur and for issues 
like sustainability to be felt and experienced 
directly through the body. Eight “guideposts” are 
offered for examining aspects of the environment 
via crafting activities. The guideposts cover “ori- 
gins” (whether or not to make something), seeking 
materials, harvesting materials, resonance of repeti- 
tive bodily movements, design and sensory involve- 
ment, utility and use, community celebration 
(cultural connections), and perceptions of scraps or 
remnants. Questions for reflection accompany each 
guidepost. (SV) 
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Outdoor education is not merely about learning 
outdoor skills; it should also involve self-reflective 
activities. Meditation is a technique used for self- 
reflection, has many proven psychological and 
physiological benefits, and would be a good addi- 
tion to any wilderness program. Research has 
shown that the psychological benefits of meditation 
include access to theta brain wave states for optimal 
learning, decreased stress, and more positive self- 
concept. Physiological benefits include lowered 
heart rate and blood pressure, and decreased oxygen 
consumption. College students instructed in mind- 
fulness meditation during outdoor education trips 
were less bored and more engaged in activities than 
those who did not receive training. Meditation is 
more readily understood if the word “meditation” is 
replaced with “awareness” or “mindfulness.” Medi- 
tation is awareness of one's thoughts, emotions, and 
feelings through full engagement in the present 
moment. Concentration is required in all meditation 
practices; a basic difference between various medi- 
tation forms is the primary focus of concentration. 
Common meditation principles are regulation of 
posture, regulation of breath, and regulation of con- 
centration by focusing on breath. Two meditations 
that students can use in the wilderness—mountain 
meditation and river meditation—are briefly 
described. (SV) 
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This paper describes the history of a 4-year evo- 

lution of the Namibian Trainer of Trainers (ToT) 
program from conceptualization to sustainable 
implementation. After 23 years of armed struggle, 
most Namibian adults were in need of skills and 
knowledge. The project had been designed to reach 
out to historically disadvantaged populations and 
support development through adult education and 
action. The implementing organization, World Edu- 
cation, soon realized that existing Namibian non- 
governmental organizations (NGOs) could carry 
out the program most effectively. Each NGO 
worked with World Education to tailor a support 
package that would best help them to reach their 
populations with needed services while increasing 
their capacity to do so. Among the support offerings 
most frequently accessed was the ToT program. To 
ensure a firm grounding in the sociopolitical and 
cultural context of Namibia, the design and devel- 
opment of ToT had to incorporate Namibian train- 
ers. The program was designed to be true to 
andragogical principles; incorporate the experien- 
tial learning cycle both within and across sessions; 
and create active, constructive, and engaging envi- 
ronments. Each of the program's 4 years (cycles) is 
described in terms of the experiential learning spi- 
ral, as participants progressed from trainees to 
facilitators, then mentors, then master trainers. The 
mentored support of facilitator development along 
the experiential learning spiral is a carefully scaf- 
folded cognitive apprenticeship. Today, Namibia 
has a self-replicating community of certified partic- 
ipatory trainers capable of designing and imple- 
menting a wide range of adult educational 
programs. (Contains 16 references.) (SV) 
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This paper describes W.A.S.H. (We All Speak 
Here), an experiential learning strategy that pro- 
vides learners (individuals or groups) with a means 
for exploring, discussing, and discovering their 
thoughts and feelings on any idea, issue, or concept. 
This strategy is part of a larger model in which stu- 
dents develop a deeper understanding of learning 
materials, create stronger personal meaning with 
the subject matter, and incorporate this knowledge 
more readily into their lives. W.A.S.H. is flexible 
and may be used in a variety of ways: to examine 
classroom issues, to set a course or direction for the 
next classroom experience, to practice decision- 
making skills, or to practice recording and report- 
ing. The design involves a series of four questions: 
“why” (concrete experience), “what” (reflective 
observation), “how” (abstract conceptualization), 
and “what if” (active experimentation). The partici- 
pants, in small groups, generate a list of as many 


responses as possible to each question during a set 
time limit. Once the list has been generated for a 
particular question, the group prioritizes the 
responses to the question. These responses are then 
reported by each group and recorded on a large 
sheet of newsprint as a permanent record. The 
importance of carefully wording questions and 
guiding groups in prioritizing responses is empha- 
sized. An example uses the W.A.S.H. strategy dur- 
ing an introduction to Space Science and includes a 
sample script used by the facilitator to generate 
group discussion and record responses. (LP) 
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This paper advocates experiential education to 
help students actively engage in learning and trans- 
fer learning beyond the classroom. The characteris- 
tics and advantages of experiential education also 
provide educators with a more rewarding and 
enriching teaching experience. Typically, experien- 
tial education is viewed as an enhancement to more 
didactic educational approaches. Educators use 
experiential lessons and initiatives to foster excite- 
ment in students or to take a break from the daily 
grind of handouts, lectures, and assignments. 
Rarely is experiential education seen as a central 
approach to learning. Common misconceptions of 
experiential education suggest that it must include 
high adventure and that experiential learning is 
achieved by simply designing lessons that are 
active. However, experiential education is a pro- 
cess through which a learner constructs knowledge, 
skill, and value from direct experiences and from 
opportunities in order to process, generalize, and 
apply learning. Opportunities for utilizing experi- 
ential education are limited by colleges and univer- 
sities that seldom offer training and coursework 
related to experiential learning. In addition, most 
teachers rely on their prior teacher-centered learn- 
ing experiences rather than explore the advantages 
of experiential learning. However, with the assis- 
tance of recent publications and an increasing num- 
ber of trainings and workshops, teachers can begin 
to incorporate experiential education as a core com- 
ponent of their teaching. Teachers will need to take 
an active role in seeking out training, materials, and 
resources to help them move experiential education 
from being just a side dish to more of a main course. 
(LP) 
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This paper focuses on the learning experiences of 

two college students enrolled in an experientially 
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based art education course. The students, “Beth” 
and “Alissa,” were interviewed regarding their 
responses to viewing an art exhibit. The students 
also completed a writing assignment incorporating 
personal contemplations about how they processed 
their learning experiences. Beth was more contem- 
plative in her learning style and described herself as 
an “active listener,” while Alissa learned in a more 
engaged and reflective way. Beth and Alissa were 
also asked how their learning experiences could be 
applied to the four principles of experiential learn- 
ing: engagement, reflective, responsible, and rele- 
vant. According to learning theorists, experiential 
learning occurs when students are engaged intellec- 
tually and involved in an active way as evidenced by 
taking responsibility, ownership, and control over 
their learning; reflecting on the process and product 
of their learning; and connecting their learning with 
what is relevant to themselves and the world around 
them. The stories of Alissa and Beth illustrate how 
both students learned in experiential ways, yet dif- 
fered in the manner in which they expressed their 
learning. However, Alissa and Beth did not demon- 
strate all four principles of experiential learning 
within the scenarios described, and they indicated a 
lack of experiential learning in other situations. 
Variables of student and instructor characteristics, 
as well as the issue of learning how to learn in expe- 
riential ways, need to be addressed in future 
research.

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This paper offers suggestions for making ropes

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School violence in British Columbia (Canada) is 
directly related to youth alienation and disconnect- 
edness. The Native concept of connectedness or 
sense of belonging can be a useful guide for assess- 
ing the effectiveness of school violence programs 
Connectedness, in this context, indicates that 
humans are part of a seamless web of creation in 
which each person is related to all others and to the 
earth, and that the spiritual dimension of creation is 
central to life. This report proposes a means for 
developing and evaluating a school violence pre- 
vention program aimed at reducing racism and 
social isolation of Native students in two predomi- 
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nantly White schools in British Columbia. The ini- 
tial stage of the project involves input from Native 
parents, community leaders, and school staff to 
clarify strengths and sources of conflict between the 
Band, the school, and the jarger community. The 
information and insights collected will be shared 
with these groups to improve communication and 
interaction. Without some attempts to build links 
among these groups, school violence prevention 
programs are unlikely to be effective. The results of 
the work with the adults will determine specific pro- 
gram recommendations to schools. Program evalua- 
tion will include analysis of incidents of school 
aggression or violence involving Native children as 
perpetrators or victims; interviews of parents, 
school staff, community leaders, and selected 
Native and non-Native students; review of school 
suspensions of Native children before and after the 
interventions; and school involvement of Native 
parents. During the first meeting, Native leaders 
suggested using drama or role-play in the project 
because of its congruency with traditional storytell- 
ing as atool for conflict resolution. (LP) 
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The University of Victoria Maltwood Museum 
and Art Gallery (British Columbia) recently 
acquired a collection of 2,000 limited edition silk- 
screen prints that documents the development of the 
Aboriginal print medium from the 1950s to the 
present. Master artists from all six major linguistic 
and cultural First Nations coastal groups of British 
Columbia are represented: Tlingit, Haida, Tsim- 
shian, Kwakiutl, Nuuchah-nulth, and Salish. The 
collection contains artist biographies and state- 
ments, historical photographs, as well as video clips 
and interviews with artists. To make the collection 
more accessible, an interactive Internet Web site 
and CD-ROM were designed to be used by educa- 
tional institutions and public schools. Many First 
Nations schools in British Columbia are developing 
culturally based curricula that make use of elec- 
tronic technologies to enhance the instructional 
process. As part of the Web site project, local 
undergraduate students conducted ethnographic 
interviews to elicit information about the works 
from the artists who created them and from knowl- 
edgeable elders. The artists and elders identified 
which aspects of the work were traditional and 
which were innovative. The idea of a journey pro- 
vides structure for the Web site and guides visitors 
from one culture to another. Along the way, travel- 
ers are presented with a number of challenges that 
involve looking closely and attending to various art 
forms, which often are based on myths and legends. 
An excerpt from the Web site illustrates how ideas 
are organized into the journey format. The project 
will eventually expand to produce a separate CD- 
ROM for each of the six cultures. The Web site's 
URL is: _ http://www.maltwood.uvic.ca/nwcp/ 
index.html.

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To capture some of the benefits of small-scale 
schooling, educators are looking for ways to down- 
size, including dividing large schools into subunits 
or “schools within a school.” This approach estab- 
lishes within the school a smaller educational unit 
with a separate educational program and its own 
staff, students, and budget. This digest introduces 
the school-within-a-school concept, summarizes 
existing research, and reviews advantages and dis- 
advantages. The various models used to downsize 
large schools differ on many factors, but the school- 
within-a-school model has the greatest levels of 
autonomy and distinctiveness. Because this model 
most closely replicates a small school, it is most 
likely to produce the positive effects of a small- 
scale educational organization. The literature sug- 
gests that implementation of the school-within-a- 
school model has met with varying success in dif- 
ferent settings. The most critical factor is commit- 
ment to full implementation, allowing for complete 
administrative separation of the subschool and the 
creation of a separate identity. While research 
results are limited, this model has the potential to 
contribute to increased student well-being, sense of 
community, student achievement, and educational 
attainment. The model is especially promising for 
disadvantaged students, who are more likely to 
attend large schools. It is a cost-effective approach 
to school reform, but the challenge lies in success- 
ful implementation.

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This digest summarizes challenges that Ameri- 

can Indian and Alaska Native students face in 

obtaining adequate postsecondary financial aid and 
describes general sources of aid for Native students. 

The number of Native college students is growing 

rapidly, but obtaining adequate financial aid is the 

most serious obstacle to completing postsecondary 
education. Difficulties and barriers reljated to finan- 
cial aid include: (1) extreme, sometimes complete, 
lack of family resources; (2) bureaucratic and 
paperwork hurdles; (3) unrealistic requirements for 
student earnings, given the high unemployment in 

Native communities; (4) unacknowledged costs, 

such as moving expenses, medical and child care 

costs, and necessary trips home; and (5) Native dis- 
trust of non-Native institutional officials. General 
categories of student financial aid include grants, 


scholarships, work-study programs, and loans. The 
federal Office of Postsecondary Education is the 
most common source of aid for Native undergradu- 
ates, with 34 percent receiving some type of federal 
aid. Some federal programs are designed specifi- 
cally for Native students but may stipulate specific 
fields of study. Most aid given by college financial 
offices is based on need. Merit scholarships make 
up less than 5 percent of all aid, but some colleges 
earmark merit scholarships for minority students. 
Suggestions are offered on how Native communi- 
ties can assist students in the financial aid process. 
Five publications and 10 Internet sites on financial 
aid are listed. (Contains 13 references.) (SV) 
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Even though Mexican Americans are the fastest 

growing ethnic group in the United States, their his- 

tory and literature receive limited attention in 
schools. Incorporating Mexican American culture 
and history into the curriculum should help mini- 
mize the cultural myopia characteristic of many stu- 
dents and the cultural alienation that may contribute 
to school failure by Mexican American students. 

This digest summarizes the contents of various 

helpful resources, most of which have Web sites 

providing extensive information or full-text docu- 
ments. Five research-related resources include on- 
line library collections, a multimedia encyclopedia, 

a virtual reference desk, and a national guide to 

rural Latino resources. Seven curriculum items 

include a public television series on Mexican Amer- 
ican history, on-line collections of Mexican Ameri- 

can art and culture, on-line teacher resources, a 

book chapter, and a Spanish-language Web site on 

Mexican cultural resources. Three publishers focus 

on bilingual and Spanish-language children's books 

and on books by and about U.S. Hispanics. Three 

Web sites feature Latino news, current events, pop- 

ular culture, and links to student resources on His- 

panic and indigenous heritage.

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Good books can help children develop pride in 
their ethnic identity, knowledge about cultural his- 
tory and positive role models, and improved self- 
esteem. However, Mexican American students 
often do not experience literature in this way. This 
digest briefly reviews Mexican American chil- 
dren's literature, recommends classroom strategies, 
provides literature selection guidelines, and sug- 
gests reading lists for various grade levels. Before 
1990, few children's books with Mexican American 
themes were published. The past decade has seen 
increased dissemination of minority literature and 
national recognition of Mexican American authors. 
Using effective classroom strategies and selecting 
the best literature for particular groups of students 
are key to promoting reading among Mexican 
American students. Ten strategies help teachers to 
expand their own knowledge of available literature, 
influencing school district choices, incorporating 
multicultural readers and trade books, and involv- 
ing parents and local Mexican American authors. A 
checklist provides nine guidelines for selecting 
appropriate classroom literature. A total of 67 
books are recommended in the following age cate- 
gories: grades pre-K-3, grades 4-6, grades 7-9, and 
grades 10-12.

The 1990s saw the outdoor education commu- 
nity undergo a process of critical redefinition as it 
attempted to address multicultural issues. This 
digest defines multicultural education, reviews the 
current status of multicultural diversity in outdoor 
education, poses questions for researchers and 
practitioners, and offers suggestions for relevant 
change strategies. Among the various types of mul- 
ticultural education programs, socially oriented 
programs that reduce bias have the most in common 
with outdoor education.

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This digest examines the rural teacher shortage 

from a policy perspective and suggests strategies to 

address the problem. The rural teacher recruitment 
and retention problem varies across states. An ade- 
quate number of teachers are trained each year 
nationwide, but the problem is with distribution. 
Recent research on rural teacher recruitment and 
retention is thin and suggests that teachers leave 
rural areas because of geographic isolation, 
weather, distance from large communities and fam- 
ily, and inadequate shopping. Teachers stay because 
of interpersonal connections and satisfaction with 
the rural lifestyle. Rural administrators must target 
candidates with rural backgrounds or with personal 
characteristics or educational experiences that pre- 
dispose them to live in rural areas.

Various “grow-your-own” strategies offer incen- 

tives to local residents to become teachers. Colleges 

must take a greater role in recruiting students with 

the potential to become successful rural teachers. A 

rural teacher's involvement in community educa- 

tional and cultural programs influences the decision 
to stay or leave; therefore, retention requires a coor- 
dinated school-community effort. State programs 
for recruiting and retaining teachers vary widely 
and include equalized teacher salaries, teacher sup- 
ply-and-demand analyses by subject area and com- 
munity, teacher placement clearinghouses, 
scholarships and loans, advertising in other targeted 
states, forgiving student loans for teacher service, 
and related career activities for secondary students.

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This digest examines the problem of upgrading 
rural school facilities, focusing on specific rural 
issues, conditions that interfere with teaching and 
learning, and new funding approaches. Almost half 
of U.S. public schools are in rural areas and small 
towns.

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Social Capital 
More than 30 years after the Great Society initia- 
tives, poverty continues to put large numbers of stu- 
dents at risk of school failure. The chalienges to 
education and life success are most severe for chil- 
dren in the nation’s poorest rural counties, the 535 
rural persistent poverty (RPP) counties. This digest 
provides background on RPP counties and outlines 
some critical areas and types of multidisciplinary 
research needed to develop tools, programs, and 
community capacity to improve the quality of life, 
including education, in poor rural communities 
Histories of inequality and outside control of 
resources have left many RPP communities with 
deep social stratification, low-performing schools, 
and low expectations for students from poor fami- 
lies.

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school and community, local leadership capacities, 
and the impact of new technologies); policy 
research (rural disadvantages, policy bias, and pol- 
icy impacts); and interdisciplinary focus across 
institutions and constituencies.

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This digest considers issues, possible solutions, 

and successful efforts in dealing with Native lan- 
guage loss, maintenance, and restoration in Ameri- 
can Indian and Alaska Native communities and 
schools. The preservation and maintenance of the 
remaining 210 tribal languages is a major cultural 
and education concern in Native communities. The 
problem is urgent, as most Native languages show 
tell-tale signs of endangerment: declining numbers 
of all speakers and of fluent speakers; lack of child 
speakers; and declining language use at social gath- 
erings, at ceremonies, and in the home. Issues 
include the relationship between language and cul- 
ture, lack of trained Native language teachers and 
curriculum materials, student peer pressure not to 
learn or use the tribal language, religious issues, 
lack of an acceptable orthography, dialectic differ- 
ences, urban tribal diversity, and the extent of com- 
munity support. Indigenous peoples who have had 
success in their language maintenance efforts share 
several characteristics: acknowledgment that the 
language is important enough to save in perpetuity, 
immersion experiences, literacy programs, commu- 
nity input and assistance, preschool programs, and 
extensive school programs that integrate language 
and culture.

challenging (both academically and behaviorally). 
The other side is to develop young citizens who are 
smart, decent, and responsible. This booklet illus- 
trates how to use newspaper content at school and at 
home to teach eight specific values: respect, respon- 
sibility, caring, honesty, tolerance, courage, jus- 
tice, and citizenship. The booklet suggests that 
values can be tied to particular months when cele- 
brations, holidays, and events occur: for example, 
justice, courage, or tolerance might be the focus 
value in January when the nation celebrates Martin 
Luther King Jr.'s birthday, his life, and his work. 
The booklet states that daily newspapers offer valu- 
able content (feature stories, editorials, news arti- 
cles) that support lessons about these and other 
values.

The newspaper strategies in the booklet 
can be coordinated with the Newspaper in Educa- 
tion Program (NIE) guides and supplemented with 
examples from history and age-appropriate litera- 
ture. The booklet's format includes an introduction; 
a definition of the value; synonyms or key words for 
the value word; teaching strategies and home activi- 
ties; and quotes and sayings for the classroom bulle- 
tin board and the refrigerator at home.

A 
review of solution strategies suggested by knowl- 
edgeable researchers resulted in the selection of 
four major categories of intervention: develop 
classroom procedures, improve drawing skills, 
increase student accountability, and encourage self- 
assessment.

In 1996, a California high school district and two 
colleges assembled intersegmental teams to estab- 
lish common assessment of college-readiness in 
mathematics and English. Subject area teams 
reviewed standards, rubrics, and current tests.

Master's degrees, as currently configured, offer 
teachers routes out of the classroom. The National 
Board for Professional Teaching Standards 
(NBPTS) is one of the efforts to address the current 
focus on teacher performance and preparation, and 
to help with the professionalization and the upgrad- 
ing of the status of teachers. While traditionally the 
master's degree is seen as the way to climb the lad- 
der from teaching to a more ‘attractive’ occupation, 
the new NBPTS standards provide clear and mean- 
ingful benchmarks for a new kind of master's 
degree. This degree would not focus on preparing 
teachers to leave the classroom, but on deepening 
teachers’ understanding of content specific peda- 
gogy with the aim of improving student achieve- 
ment and learning. NBPTS will enable teachers to 
work as leaders and change agents, enabling them 
to more effectively work both with an increasingly 
diverse student population and with ever increasing 
layers of expectations for teachers and schools. 
Questions and issues that are critical to this discus- 
sion are posed, as are suggestions, recommenda- 
tions and issues for a future action agenda.

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Researchers investigated the optimum length of 
teacher inservice activities where increasing 
teacher efficacy was the goal. Participants were ele- 
mentary science teachers from seven teacher 
enhancement projects conducted from 1992-99. 
The length breakdown of each program was: 
1992—6 weeks; 1994—6 weeks; 1995—4 weeks; 
1996—4 weeks; 1997—4 weeks; 1998—3 weeks; 
and 1999—2 weeks. In each of the projects, teach- 
ers completed the Science Teaching Efficacy Belief 
Instrument (STEBI) on the first and last days of the 
inservice workshops. The STEBI examined per- 
sonal science teaching efficacy (PSTE) and science 
teaching outcome expectancy. Data analysis indi- 
cated that there was no statistically significant dif- 
ference between the mean PSTE gain scores on the 
three contrast variables among the four groups of 
teachers whose PSTE pretest scores were greater 
than or equal to 50. This may be due to the fact that 
teachers already scored high on the PSTE scale. 
Among teachers whose pretest PSTE scores were 
less than 50, there were significant gains when com- 
paring the mean gain scores from teachers in the 2- 
and 3-week sessions and teachers in the 4- and 6- 
week sessions. It was found that inservice interven- 
tion programs had the greatest impact on the effi- 
cacy of those teachers who began the program with 
the lowest efficacy. Given the consistent relation- 
ships demonstrated between teacher efficacy and 
positive student outcomes, inservices impacting 
teachers’ low efficacy are worth close examination.

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This study examined the beliefs of 21 experi- 
enced teachers who implemented individual action 
research projects as part of a graduate degree pro- 
gram in teacher leadership, focusing on the extent 
to which they believed that action research is a via- 
ble mechanism for change. Participants consisted of 
primary, middle, secondary, postsecondary, and 
community youth educators ranging in age from 28- 
53 years with 3-20 years of teaching experience. 
Descriptive data for the study were drawn from a 
20-item survey that asked teachers to describe what 
they believed were the effects of their action 
research projects on themselves, their students, 
other teachers, and the education community. They 
also described steps that could be taken to make 
action research a mechanism for change on a large 
scale. Results showed that teachers believed engag- 
ing in action research helps them grow personally 
and professionally and enables them to influence 
other teachers toward improving curriculum and 
instruction. Although action research is compatible 
with the current emphasis on reflective practice and 
professional development, certain barriers do exist. 
These include lack of widespread understanding of 
action research by the education community, lack of 
restructured work time, and persistence of tradi- 
tional teaching approaches. (SM) 
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The importance of alignment amongst standards 

in teacher education is vital for transforming pre- 

service teacher education, continuing professional 
development, and teacher evaluation. The National 

Board for Professional Teaching Standards 

(NBPTS) can shape and inform practice, and a dean 

of a school of education might face challenges in 

grounding the unit's programs in the propositions of 
the NBPTS. The standards movement is one possi- 
ble way to place P-12 practitioners at the center of 
educational reform rather than as passive recipients 
of someone else's plans. The sections in the paper 
are as follows: “Introduction”; “The Promise of 

Standards Alignment”; “The Role of the Stan- 

dards”; “Where to Begin”; “The National Board 

Propositions Shaping Teacher Practice” (continu- 

ing professional development, master's degree pro- 

grams, teacher evaluation, and preservice teacher 
education); “The National Board and Professional 

Accreditation”; “Alignment, the Campus, and the 

Field”; “The Professional Development of Teacher 

Educators”; and “Final Thoughts.” (SM) 
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This paper presents four major teacher education 
reform thrusts in the United States, touching on sev- 
eral important characteristics of the U.S. context for 
teacher education: the locus of control for educa- 
tion; both private and public control over teacher 
education; the loss of faith in education; disagree- 
ment over whether teacher education needs more or 
less regulation; and the absence of a master plan for 
the reform of U.S. teacher education. The four 
major reform thrusts are standards and accountabil- 
ity, alternative teacher certification, the National 
Council for the Accreditation of Teacher Education, 
and the National Board for Professional Teaching 
Standards. The paper concludes with a set of 11 
assertions that grew out of an analysis of the four 
reform thrusts. Also presented are 12 questions 
which may help teacher educators address the pol- 
icy issues that have grown out of the U.S. experi- 
ence in teacher education reform. (Contains 33 
references.) (SM) 
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College students’ understanding of collegiality is 
a component of teacher preparation in the Guam 
Public School District, in order to improve the qual- 
ity of curricula. Twenty-one college students 
enrolled in a Language Arts in Early Childhood 
course were required to practice techniques of the 
interactive collegial relationship. This study exam- 
ined how students’ lesson plans were enhanced by 
collegial interaction; how satisfied the students 
were with that interaction in the course; how learn- 
ing was enhanced by computer integration into the 
language arts instruction; and what kind of research 
is needed to help education students in collegial 
training. At the end of the semester, students com- 
pleted the Collegiality Training Questionnaire, con- 
sisting of four sections: collegial interaction, 
computers as learning tools; open-ended questions; 
and demographics. Data analysis highlighted 
advantages to this style of learning, including: stu- 
dents felt a sense of community in the class, and 
students experienced the strength of working in 
groups. Major disadvantages noted by students 
were time constraints and a lack of peer coopera- 
tion. (Contains 16 references.) (SM) 
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As policymakers focus their inquiries into pro- 

fessional education and the training of teachers, a 

preliminary framework, based on five questions, 

can guide them. These are: (1) Do state policies on 
professional development recognize the complexity 
of improving student outcomes? (2) Are state pro- 
fessional development programs linked to student 
outcomes in coherent ways? (3) Is there evidence 
that professional development programs can influ- 
ence student outcomes? (4) Does the state have a 
method of accounting for subsidies for professional 
development? and (5) Does the state have a method 
of linking the subsidies for professional develop- 
ment and improvements in student outcomes? The 
paper presents a framework for identifying the link- 
ages between professional development programs 
and student outcomes. A case study of the profes- 
sional development of Indiana and Ohio, and how 
this development compares to other states in the 
region and to the national average, shows how agen- 
cies already make a substantial development 
through embedded subsidies. The latest wave of 
reforms, by contrast, have focused on specifically 
directed subsidies, with relatively little attention 
being paid to account for these embedded subsidies. 

Five questions are posed in order to help states that 

want to develop well-designed statewide profes- 

sional development programs. (Contains 30 refer- 
ences.) (SM) 
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State mandates for teacher professional develop- 

ment and continuing education, and funding for 

those mandates are a high profile topic in the North 

Central region. Examination of specific state 

requirements for professional development, the 

relationship among professional development, 
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teacher certification, and continued employment, 
and direct state payments to teachers for profes- 
sional development are critical to better understand 
state policy. The study investigated what funds were 
available for professional development from state 
and federal sources in the various states; how those 
funds were allocated to intermediate entities and 
local districts; and what requirements were 
imposed by the states for the expenditure of the 
funds. An analysis of six states (Illinois, Indiana, 
Iowa, Michigan, Minnesota, and Ohio) indicates 
that some states used intermediate school districts 
or intermediate service agencies for the design and 
delivery of teacher professional development. Most 
states had continued certification requirements that 
had to be met for continued employment in the 
state. Six patterns emerge as researchers examine 
State responses regarding issues making up the pol- 
icy context for state-funded teacher professional 
development. Policymakers need to ask how instru- 
ment will translate into desired school outcomes, 
and what types of policy mechanics will best serve 
their purposes. (Contains 15 references.) (SM) 
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This study examined processes through which 
two teacher educators and their students learned 
about online collaboration. Participants collabo- 
rated on a set of integrated units of curriculum 
design that would be relevant to what students in 
three different courses were studying and would 
show them the advantages of collaboration. Stu- 
dents selected topics of mutual interest, then over 
the semester built an interdisciplinary curriculum 
around their topic, drawing on the expertise of stu- 
dents in each course. Students communicated via 
electronic mail (e-mail). Results were posted on the 
World Wide Web. Researchers examined online 
communication between the teacher educators, 
between the educators and their students, and 
between students. Students reported the status of 
the projects weekly via e-mail and completed 
project evaluations at the conclusion. The profes- 
sors reflected regularly on the project's progress and 
e-mailed those thoughts to one another, providing 
feedback to their students in individual and group e- 
mail messages. Telecommunications permitted an 
expanded team to come together online to pool their 
resources and expertise. The collaboration helped 
students build learning communities which fostered 
professional development; caused students to suc- 
cessfully overcome challenges they once consid- 
ered insurmountable; and facilitated teachers’ 
reflective instruction. (SM) 
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This paper examines research on peer mentoring 
programs, highlighting their benefits and noting 
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conditions and components of successful programs. 
Research shows that elementary peer mentoring 
programs can increase the use of critical thinking 
skills, interpersonal skills, and conflict resolution 
skills. Studies also highlight the benefits of cross- 
age mentoring and peer tutoring programs. Many 
studies show positive effects of classwide peer 
tutoring. Peer mentoring programs have been 
implemented successfully to help ease the transi- 
tion from one level of schooling to the next. There is 
substantial evidence suggesting that peer mentoring 
can be used successfully to reduce absenteeism and 
lower dropout rates among high school students. 
Reciprocal peer tutoring (RPT) has proven benefi- 
cial to both tutors and tutees. Even low-achieving 
older students and mainstreamed special education 
students can benefit from RPTs programs. Compo- 
nents of successful mentoring programs depend 
upon the specific procedures that are most effective 
in each particular circumstance. Successful pro- 
grams should help teachers become facilitators who 
oversee their students’ mastery of necessary con- 
cepts and skills, and guide them toward indepen- 
dent learning. It is important to match tutors and 
tutees carefully. Tutors must receive systematic 
training of the proper duration. Teacher supervi- 
sion is essential. (Contains 32 references.) (SM)

This study investigated the relationship between 
several components of teacher burnout and various 
professional factors. Professional factors included 
professional qualifications, teaching level, profes- 
sional growth, professional commitment, and role 
efficacy. Components of teacher burnout included 
development of negative attitudes toward students 
(DP), development of increased feeling of emo- 
tional exhaustion and fatigue (EE), and tendency to 
evaluate oneself negatively, leading to lack of per- 
sonal achievement (lack of PA). The target popula- 
tion included teachers working in formal 
educational institutions in Greater Mumbai (Bom- 
bay), India. They ranged from preschool to college 
level teachers. Researchers administered a burnout 
inventory, role efficacy, professional growth, and 
commitment. Data analysis indicated that there was 
considerable teacher burnout among respondents. 
Teachers experienced burnout more in relation to 
EE than to DP or lack of PA. Role efficacy had nega- 
tive associations with DP, EE, and lack of PA. 
Teaching level showed a significant positive rela- 
tionship with DP and lack of PA. There was a signif- 
icant negative relationship between EE and 
teaching level. Professional growth showed a sig- 
nificant nonlinear relationship with DP and lack of 
PA. Professional commitment had a significant neg- 
ative relationship with DP and lack of PA. (Contains 
21 references.) (SM) 
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This study examined one public school system's 
change in its scheduling format from a seven-period 
day to block scheduling. This longer uninterrupted 
instructional time, usually lasting 90 minutes, pro- 
vides for fewer classes and transitions per day, and 
the completion of more course credits during the 
school year. Participants were 200 high school stu- 
dents and 23 secondary teachers. Data were col- 
lected in two consecutive school years, using 
surveys which compared students’ and teachers’ 
perceptions on various issues related to block 
scheduling. All of the students were switching from 
a traditional seven-period format to a block sched- 
ule. The surveys consisted of 12 Likert-scaled ques- 
tions focusing on attitudes and perceptions. 
Overall, students preferred block scheduling to the 
traditional seven-period day. Their perception when 
first introduced to block scheduling was low, but 
after 1 year of block scheduling, their interest 
increased. They believed it offered greater variety 
of teaching/learning methods, more meaningful use 
of class time, and adequate or more individual 
attention from teachers. Teachers also favored 
block scheduling overall, believing it was better for 
their students than the traditional seven-period day. 
Noted disadvantages included concern about learn- 
ers' time between courses and less forgiveness of 
student absences. (SM) 
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The Interdisciplinary Teamed Instruction (ITI) 

Project was a 2-year project aimed at determining 

the effects of ITI on teaching and learning and at 

validating the effectiveness of a professional devel- 
opment model to facilitate development, implemen- 
tation, and evaluation of ITI. Through summer 
institutes and onsite workshops, project staff pro- 
vided training, resources, and ongoing technical 
assistance to teacher/administrator teams from four 
rural Virginia secondary schools. Teams designed 
and tested integrated curricula that incorporated 
learning activities and alternative assessment 
forms; conducted collaborative action research to 
determine the effectiveness of units; and redesigned 
units using feedback from students, teachers, par- 
ents, and supervisors. Researchers evaluated the 
1996 ITI Summer Institute. Evaluation included 
questionnaires on teacher empowerment, schools as 
learning communities, school effectiveness, and 
teachers’ sense of control; observations; participant 
interviews, reflection, and feedback; oral evaluation 
feedback; and rating of participants’ videotaped 
presentations. Results indicated that the Institute 
met its intended outcomes. The greatest impact on 
participants related to collaboration, cooperative 
learning, assessment rubrics, multiple intelli- 
gences, and team building. Participants were very 
positive in evaluating the Institute, which strength- 
ened their belief in and commitment to ITI concepts 
and practices. The quantitative instrumentation uti- 
lized may not have fully captured and documented 

Institute effects. Appendices contain a meeting 

agenda; three questionnaires on teachers, school as 


community, school products and services; a control 
questionnaire; a feedback form; interview ques- 
tions; a team reflection log; presentation scoring 
rubric; and an evaluation standards checklist. (Con- 
tains 20 references.)

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This publication presents general guidelines for 

exercise prescription that have an anatomical basis

gram for teaching coaching skills to Dutch primary 

school teachers acting as supervising or cooperat- 
ing teachers for teachers-in-training are described. 

Coaching is a form of in-class support intended to 

provide teachers-in-training with feedback on their 

functioning and, thereby, stimulate self-reflection 
and self-analysis to improve instructional effective- 
ness. Based on pre- and post-training ratings of 
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coaching conferences with the teachers-in-train- 
ing, a significant treatment effect was found for 
coaching skills concerned with the development of 
autonomy (empowerment), feedback, and encour- 
agement of self-reflection. The untrained supervis- 
ing teachers were rated more effective by their 
teachers-in-training than the trained supervising 
teachers for coaching skills concerned with the 
development of improvement plans and the use of 
observational data. These differences in favor of the 
untrained supervising teachers can be attributed to 
the prior training of supervisory skills, however, 
and explicit preparation of the teachers-in-training 
for the Independent Final Teaching Period. (Con- 
tains 32 references.)

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This study examined teachers’ use and evaluation 
of cooperative learning along with students’ reac- 
tions to cooperative grouping and the quality of the 
group cooperation in a sample of Dutch primary 
school teachers who implemented cooperative 
learning methods. Data collection involved teacher 
questionnaires, student questionnaires, and obser- 
vation. Teachers reported that cooperative learning 
occurred in their classrooms about four times a 
week. They reported improvement in social skills, 
on-task behavior, and student self-esteem as a result 
of having students work in groups. The students 
reported a positive attitude toward cooperative 
group learning and rated their work in groups as 
effective. About half of the teachers reported prob- 
lems with monitoring the cooperative groups. 
Observations showed the time-on-task levels of stu- 
dents working in groups to be high, but effective 
learning and cooperation was not promoted. The 
teachers devoted little time to teaching groupwork 
skills. In general, the implementation of coopera- 
tive grouping was found to lack the features recom- 
mended in the literature for effective cooperative 
learning.

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This study examined inservice teachers’ attitudes 
toward inclusion, surveying teachers’ perceptions 
of their professional competence in working with 
special education students and in collaborating to 
plan and implement instructional programs. Profes- 
sional training needs were also identified. Teachers 
from 90 schools in southeastern Alabama com- 
pleted questionnaires. Graduate students (most of 
whom were inservice teachers) from one teacher 
training institution also completed questionnaires. 
Many schools where the study occurred were imple- 
menting inclusion at the same level.

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This book examines the relationship between a 
person's success and his or her ability to under- 
stand, respect, and value diversity. It also explores 
how people can develop diversity consciousness. 
Chapter |, “Diversity: An Overview,” discusses the 
changing cultural landscape, dimensions of diver- 
sity, diversity between and within groups, diversity 
myths, diversity consciousness, and diversity edu- 
cation. Chapter 2, “Diversity Skills and Success,” 
examines definitions of success, sociocultural the- 
ory, the importance of diversity skills, and the costs 
of inadequate diversity skills.

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This study investigated whether training cooper- 
ating teachers using a Praxis III/Pathwise model to 
frame discussions on teaching and learning would 
enhance development of pedagogical skills, exam- 
ining the effects of mentor training on student 
teachers’ demonstration of 19 target criteria.

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This paper describes a recent collaboration 

between a public university teacher education prep- 

aration program, a large urban school district, and a 

neighboring suburban schoo! district. It highlights 
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the professional experiences of teacher education 
interns who entered the field from prior professions 
or training. Candidates were immersed in an inten- 
sive 15-month program. Candidates had to learn 
and show proficiency in Praxis II] domains and cri- 
teria.

University faculty experienced the real world of 
day-to-day teaching.

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This paper describes how preservice teachers at 
one university are introduced to computer technol- 
ogy in a nonthreatening manner and how they learn 
to use the World Wide Web to promote cultural plu- 
ralism. Students are introduced to computer tech- 
nology (e.g., word processing, e-mail, and database 
searching); then they learn how to harness the 
power of the World Wide Web (WWW) in order to 
gather information about any topic and actively 
engage their students with current resources.

Collaboration 

Focusing on the future of at-risk students is criti- 
cal. Collaboration between university and public 
school educators in a Professional Development 
School (PDS) can provide opportunities for faculty 
and preservice teachers to participate with at-risk 
students and their teachers to improve current prac- 
tices, provide individualized experiences, and 
improve teaching techniques. This paper describes 
a PDS that involved a collaboration between the 
Early Childhood Program of the School of Educa- 
tion at Baylor University and a local primary 
school. The collaboration provides individualized 
experiences for at-risk children, and field experi- 
ences for students in Early Childhood Education. 
Program goals are to: develop and implement qual- 
ity experiences to enhance students’ outcomes; par- 
ticipate in a learning environment under the 
supervision of qualified professionals; exhibit 
knowledge of diversity in learning style, culture, 
and language; collaborate with parents, teachers, 
staff, and community services to meet students’ 
needs; develop proficiencies in assessment, organi- 
zation, curriculum planning, and _ instruction 
(including the use of assistive technology); and par- 
ticipate in research and literature reviews with prac- 
ticing professionals. Evaluations indicate that this 
experience has been beneficial to both student 
teachers and children. Children involved in the PDS 
have displayed improvement in their classroom per- 
formance. Appendices contain scope and sequence, 
lesson plans, teacher reactions, and summaries of 
experiences. (Contains 10 references.) (SM) 
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On the eve of the year 2000, global public spend- 

ing on education tops one trillion dollars. Against 

the backdrop of globalization, public education is 
currently being subjected to attacks by proponents 
of privatization and deregulation. The process is 
already underway, as is apparent from an important 
agreement reached by the World Trade Organiza- 
tion (WTO) in 1994, which allowed the liberaliza- 
tion of trade in services.

The paper describes how this 
teacher felt as she probed into her interviewee's life 
and feelings, noting questions and complications 
that she encountered. It presents the interviewee's 
oral history of teaching in the turbulent 1960s, 
describing her role as teacher, mentor, coach, and 
mediator. The paper concludes by discussing issues 
encountered when conducting oral history in the 
practice of teaching (focusing on the teacher- 
researcher's middle school classroom). (SM)

Section 5 explains how white juveniles were 
less likely to be detained than black juveniles and 
juveniles of other races.

Providers and Clients (NSHAPC) was conducted to 
provide information about the providers of home- 
less assistance services and the characteristics of 
homeless clients who use them. This survey was 
conducted for use by federal agencies and other 
interested parties responsible for administering 
homeless assistance programs. The NSHAPC 
selected a sample of 76 geographic areas to repre- 
sent the entire Untied States, including the 28 larg- 
est metropolitan statistical areas (MSAs), 24 small 
and medium-sized MSAs, and 24 groups of rural 
counties. Information was gathered on 16 types of 
homeless assistance programs. Fifteen percent of 
homeless clients are part of family households, with 
one or more children under age 18. Thirty-four per- 
cent of homeless service users are members of 
homeless families, and 23 percent are minor chil- 
dren. Of homeless families with children, 52 per- 
cent received benefits from the Aid to Families with 
Dependent Children program. Forty-five percent of 
homeless children of preschool age attend pre- 
school, and 93 percent of homeless children attend 
school regularly.

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Efforts, Welfare Reform 
This report examines recent trends in the impact 

of government safety net programs, such as cash 

assistance, food assistance, and the Earned Income 

Tax Credit, on poverty among children. The effect 

on poverty is determined by comparing the number 

of children who would be poor if government bene- 
fits were not counted as part of their family income 
with the number who are poor when benefits are 
counted. The report uses Census Bureau data col- 
lected annually on the incomes of the U.S. popula- 
tion. Because of the improving economy and 
increases in employment and earnings among low- 
income families, the number of children living in 

poverty has declined significantly since 1993. 

Between 1993 and 1995, the reduction in child pov- 

erty was substantial, but after 1995, progress con- 

tinued at a much slower pace. In addition since 

1995, the basic measure of the overall depth and 

severity of child poverty has improved very little, 

and the children who remain poor have, on average, 
become somewhat poorer. The primary reason is 
that the safety net became less effective in reducing 
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the depth of child poverty between 1995 and 1998. 
There was a lessening of the impact of cash assis- 
tance and food stamp benefits on child poverty and 
a great decline in the number of children receiving 
assistance. However, the safety net lifted the same 
proportion of children from poverty in 1998 as in 
1995 because the decline in the impact of cash and 
food assistance programs was offset by an increase 
in the antipoverty impact of the Earned Income Tax 
Credit.

and ethnicity: poverty, family structure, child sup- 
port, food hardship, housing hardship, health status, 
and health insurance coverage. For the purpose of 
this brief, all persons of Hispanic origin were 
grouped into the Hispanic category and non-His- 
panics were grouped by racial category, resulting in 
five racial categories. Survey findings show that 
70% of nonelderly persons in the United States are 
white, with the largest minority group, 13%, being 
black. The Hispanic population is almost as large as 
the Black population, representing 12% of the total, 
and this group is expected to become the largest 
minority by the year 2005. Asians represent 4% of 
the total, and Native Americans, 1%. Analysis of 
well-being by race and ethnicity confirms that eco- 
nomic and social disparities exist both within and 
across all racial and ethnic groups in the United 
States. Differences across groups remain even when 
looking separately at low- and higher- income fami- 
lies. Some differences are attributable to the fact 
that, within these income groupings, Blacks, His- 
panics, and Native Americans have a lower average 
income than Whites and Asians. Still, regardless of 
income, race and ethnicity are strongly correlated 
with well-being in the United States.

An analysis shows that it would take 
about 0.7% of 1990 state income to move all Minne- 
sotans out of poverty, both a lower percentage and a 
lower dollar amount than a decade earlier.

The basic RIE and CIE bibliographic files 
are available in the well-known “DIALOG B” 
format, as ASCII files with the data fully 
fielded and each field tagged. The individual 
variable length records include the complete 
ERIC “resume” (cataloging, indexing, and 
abstract or annotation) of each document or 
journal article announced. 


In addition to the basic bibliographic files, 
several peripheral files are also available:

ERIC Digests are brief 2-3 page (about 
1500 word) documents on “hot topics”. 
The EDO file contains the full text of 
these documents appended to the 
regular ERIC bibliographic records for 
each item. 


The ERIC database files (RIE and CIE) may 
be purchased individually or together. 


Backfile orders, because of the large amount 
of data involved, are sent to the purchaser 
on either reel magnetic tape or DAT 
magnetic tape, as the purchaser prefers. 
The preferred mode of distribution for the 
monthly or quarterly updates is by FTP 
electronic transmission, directly to the 
subscriber’s computer.
